On Peevine Hoases tx Taaveciine.—The fel- 
lowing communication was written by J 
ro, of Gazzoton, Lafourche Parish, La., for the Al- 
bany “ Country Gentleman :” 

I have been travelling on horseback for more than 
seventeen years, within the parishes of Louisiana. 
As regards the face of the State of Louisiana, it pre- 
sents a great diversity of roeds and bayous, some 
parts of the country being sloping valleys, others 
fiat mdges or coteaux, the upper part of swamps; 
ethers, such as the roads slong side of the banks of 
the bayous, and furthermore in the south-west part 
of the State, Attakapas and Opelousas, are very ex- 
tensive praire roads. Aaa physician travelling on 
horseback for that space of time, I have lost only 
one horse upon a journey during that period. He 
was travelled within thie warm climate of 50 deg. 
in a summer day, between fifty aod Sfty-five miles 
out eating. The day previous he waa fed with

gravel. The surface thus obtained required te be 
watered several times with s wetering- can, with very 
hae holes in order that the gravel might not be washed 
out of place, for which reason aise very littl water 
bad to be used at « time, till the surface became 
quite bard and settled. 

The main difficulty in the construction of the 
rustic beleony was now overcome. afd it only re~ 
mained to fence it with the delostrade of branch- 
work. For thie purpose, two bundles of stakes 
were required, the one of at least two inches in dig- 
meter, and the other somewhat more slender. The 
Grong stakes, with the bark on, were driven inte 
the embankment close to the bricks, til! their tops 
remained at the requisite height above the level of 
the balcony ; these formed the uprights, as shown im

Lord Cockborn, in « Memorials,” gives some | 
graphic portraits of the Scottish Judges of Edin- 
burgh of 1793-94. Among these is the savage, brute! 
Lord Braxfield, whose indecent bebavior on the 
bench to prisoners in the most awful peril was only 
capped, it may be, by the lighter jocularities of the 
Irish hanging-judge, whe figures so gaily as Baron 
Boulter, in Lady Morgan's “ Florence Macarthy.” 

Says Lord Cockburo :— 

« Mr. Horner (the father of Francis), whe w 
of the jurors in Muir's case, toldme that when be w 
passing, os was often done then, behind the bench to 
get into the box, Braxfeld, who knew » whisper- 
e4—«Come awa, Meister Horner, come awa, and 
help us to bang sue 0’ thae daamoed scoondrels.’ 
‘The reporter of Gernid’s case could not venture to 
make the prisoner say more than thet ‘ Christianity 
was en ianovation.’
